jon, had your Land- Forces been ſufficient, 
but that Failing, the Fleet was oblig d to 
give it over, ſo that this War muſt be chief - 
ly carry d oa by Land; the Navy is to con- 
cur on all Occaſions, and ought to be ready 
tor that Concurrence, but the Sum of the 
Matter is by Land. 


I come now to remove two fortifying Ob- 


fervations of this Author. 1. That King 
illiamgot nothing, or Britain gat nothing 
by the late War. 2. The Battles of Hock 
niet and Aamelliet have been far from ruin- 
ing the French,

ble City of Luxemburgh gain'd, Dinan de- 
moliihed, and all iteftored in Flanders, 
that could: be demanded, on the dtaſele; 
Treves ſurrendred, Mont- Royal demoliſhed, 
all Torrain, and the Country de⸗ 
tween the Saar and the Meſelle deliver'd, 
the mighty Fortreſſes of Friburgb, Briſge and 
Fort Kiel, all the Briſgau, the Hontyruct, 
the black Foreft, and the Forefit-Towns' al 
ſurrendred, with all Savoy and Piedmont 
parted with before. I might enumerate a 
Multitude of other things, which France, 
being humbled by this War, diſgorged tor 
a Peace; and all this by that War, which 
King Wilam js upbraided for bringiog to 


no Concluſion; 


Come we go to the Battles of Zochſtes
